'The remodelling of the present High 
School building was discussed at * 
meeting of the Board of 
Monday night A plan of that worlt 
prepared by Architect Charl«G. Jones, 
was submitted by Charles W.

of the bird, and the estimate of the 
cost was between fifteen and twenty 

thousand dollars. <

proval of the members of the board, 

but before taking decisive action 't was 
determined to have the building com¬
